As we look back on 1 993, the Selectmen are pleased with the many accomplish- 
ments which took place last year, 

After many months, a noise ordinance governing pll-terrain vehicles was finally 
adopted. This will allow owners of ATVs to ride their machines as long as they meet 
noise decibel level limits. 

On October 9, the Town Landfill was closed after 1 4 years of service. Two "free" 
days were held prior to the closing giving residents a chance to dispose of large 
quantities of waste without charge. Both days turned out to be overwhelming 
successes. The landfill has now been capped and will undergo ground water 
monitoring for decades to come. We are currently using a temporary transfer station 
until the new facility is ready in late summer or early fall. In addition, the Town has 
adopted a mandatory solid waste plans as well as a recycling ordinance. 

Pump tests are currently taking place at the water supply site we located last year. 
It could be a few more months before the final results are available. In addition, the 
Intermunicipal Water and Sewer Committee of the Board of Selectmen hope to be 
meeting soon with representatives of the City of Rutland to negotiate a water 
contract, Talks with the City are underway so construction of the North End Sewer 
Project can begin this spring. This project was delayed for many months due to the 
State’s slow approval of the no-interest bond. We are also looking into the possibility 
of constructing a bike-path in conjunction with the sewer project. This would make 
it much safer for bicyclists and pedestrians who use Post Road from Route 7 to the 
Town School. 

The latest draft of the Rutland Town Plan was finally adopted in late December. 
The Planning Commission spent countless hours preparing the document, meeting 
with consultants and holding public hearings. The Selectmen held several required 
hearings as well and after numerous changes in land designation and text, the Plan 
was adopted. 

As many of you may know, the Vermont Agency of Transportation is conducting 
an Environmental Impact Study for the Route 4 and Route 7 bypass. Several routes 
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have been chosen, any of which could have a dramatic impact on our community. 
The Selectmen have appointed a Bypass Advisory Committee to keep us informed 
throughout this important process. Please pay close attention to the information from 
the Selectmen as a preferred route may be chosen in the next few months. 

In closing, we would like to thank the many individuals who spend countless hours 
making our community an enjoyable and affordable place in which to reside,

SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 

Nineteen Ninety-Three was a very successful year for the Rutland Town School. 
Our student team in the Vermont Headmaster’s “Geo-Bee” competition achieved 
first-place recognition under the direction of teacher Carol Abrahamson. The 
Rutland Town Band and Chorus were well-represented in the district concerts; and, 
the school’s jazz band, under the direction of Rita Coughenour, received the honor 
of being selected to represent elementary schools throughout the state at the All- 
State Jazz Festival held at the Flynn Theater in Burlington. In addition, two of our 
students , T racy Clark and Ben Harrison , were selected to serve as Legislative pages 
at the Vermont Legislature in Montpelier. 

The faculty of our school was strengthened with the addition of Patty Swinyer as 
a full-time teacher, and Kathy Corbo as a part-time member of the faculty. Travis 
Redman was selected to serve as the coach for the Vermont State Team in the "Math 
Counts" competition which took place in Washington, D.C. Marcia Barron was 
chosen by her peers as the Vermont State Physical Education T eacher of the Year; 
and most recently, our School Nurse, Betsy Solari, was selected as Vermont School 
Nurse of the Year by the Vermont State School Nurses Association. In addition to 
these individual achievements, we are pleased to report that our school cafeteria 
staff, through hard work and diligent efforts, has turned the lunch program around 
financially to the point where it is now virtually a self-funding operation. 

In terms of the physical plant, town voters gave the go ahead for a sewer 
improvement project which is expected to be completed sometime in mid-1994. 
Additional needs relating to the physical plant were considered by a “Space 
Committee” comprised of parents, citizens, teachers, staff and school board mem- 
bers. The Space Committee completed its work in the fall of 1993, and a 
recommendation for renovations and expansion of the physical plant was made to 
the School Board and presented to the public in two informational meetings. Based 
upon those informational meetings, the School Board has requested some addi- 
tional “fine tuning” for the proposed project, and it is expected that the matter will be 
brought before the voters in a Special Meeting to be held in the early spring of 1 994. 

The School board, administration and faculty have worked together during the 
past year to provide our students with a proper and balanced education while at the 
same time attempting to recognize the fiscal realities of difficult economic times. The 
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school continues its successful “Needles and Nails" program, and, in the fall of 1 993, 
the school newspaper, The Rutland Post, once again went into publication thanks 
to the efforts of students, teachers and members of the P.T.O. The Community/ 
Student Partnership technology fund raising project, although off to a slow start, is 
still a program supported by the administration and School Board. 

All in all 1 993 proved to be a very busy year for the students, faculty, staff, 
administrators, and Board. We firmly believe that many satisfying achievements 
were attained during the year, and we look forward to continuing our progress in 
dealing with the difficult issues facing education in today’s society.

Annual Report for 1992/93 School Year 

Change is the best word to describe the operations at Rutland Central for the 
1 992-93 year! The year was an active one that challenged the many talents and 
skills of our staff. In addition to our ongoing curriculum work in the areas of 
Mathematics, Science, Social Studies and Writing, new curriculum initiatives were 
started in the areas of Health Education and Technology. The Health Committee 
headed by Liz Cronin (West Rutland) and Technology under the leadership of 
Marilyn Grunewald (Proctor) are hard at work developing student outcomes for these 
programs. At the direction of the Superintendent, all other district curriculum is being 
converted to an outcomes-based approach to instruction. Once completed, this 
process will allow students, teachers and parents to know exactly what is expected 
to be learned, the time-frame in which learning is to occur and how learning will be 
assessed. 

The most significant change occurring this year was the revision of the budgeting 
process used to one that is program-based. Using this model, each and every 
program in the schools is scrutinized and evaluated, with funds being allocated 
based upon the needs identified for each program. Under this format, school board 
members, administrators and taxpayers will be able to compare the per pupil cost for 
all of the current programs and services offered in our schools. The change in the 
budgeting process created a need for a revision of the computer coding system used 
to document the budget activity. The revised coding system will be in place for the 
1 993/94 fiscal year. 

Increased communications was another priority at Rutland Central. To meet this 
important goal, a monthly newsletter titled Direct Line is prepared by the 
Superintendent’s office and distributed to all Board members and staff in the three 
towns served by the Supervisory Union. "Operation Listen,” a program initiated last 
year, was continued during the 1992-93 year. These meetings provide staff 
members with the opportunity to interact directly with the Superintendent on topics 
or questions of interest to them. Efforts to increase local media coverage of student, 
staff and school activities continues to be an ongoing process. 

The major change reflected in the Supervisory Union Budget is the inclusion of 
the New Directions Program, formerly funded under the Robert Wood Johnson 
Grant. While the grant money has expired, the positive impact this program has had 
on the students and families it serves is sufficient justification for continuing the 
program through local funding. The two positions associated with this program, 
Home School Coordinator and School Based Clinician have been included. The 
Supervisory Union and each of the school districts within the Union have completed 
full financial audits for the past few years. These audits have enabled us to define 
and refine the methods used to document and safeguard the use of funds. Rutland 
Central Supervisory Union has received an award of $1 ,000 from Utica Mutual 
Insurance Company for our efforts to create a safer school environment within the 
district. The grant was used to provide fireproof storage for financial records. 

The results of the Vermont Assessment Program indicate that, in the areas of 
writing and mathematics, the performance of 4th and 8th grade students in Proctor, 
Rutland Town and West Rutland met or exceeded the results for all students 
nationwide. As an example, the average score for Rutland Central students in the 
uniform mathematics test was 7 points higher than the average score for all Vermont 
students tested at the same grade levels. 

During the past year, training funds from Act 230 and 1 04 have allowed us to 
greatly expand Rutland Town’s ability to reach students, faculty, parents and the 
community. Resources continued to be provided to develop and maintain strong and 
effective Instructional Support Teams . These teams are invaluable in supporting 
teachers and students for successful classroom experiences, not only educationally 
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but socially and emotionally as well. 

The Rutland Town School has been widely recognized for its Teacher Assis- 
tance Team . This team has become a statewide model for instructional support. 
Karen Letourneau was asked to speak at the October Northeast International 
Conference for Exceptional Children in Bangor, Maine. Her presentation was titled 
“Inclusion — Making It Work" and was very well attended. 

The school was recently able to purchase a comprehensive K-8 Social Skills 
Curriculum through a grant from Student Educational Services. This curriculum will 
provide for a consistent and positive approach to social behavior. It is anticipated that 
the program will be implemented in the Fall of 1994. 

The Rutland Central Supervisory Union received second year funding for the 
Robert Wood Johnson New Directions Grant . Approximately twenty-five Rutland 
Town children and their families are being served by our Home School Coordinator, 
School Based Clinician and paraprofessional staff. The support services provided 
include individual and group therapy, summer recreation programs, social skills 
training, teacher workshops and parent and student support groups. 

Finally, the Rutland Central Supervisory Union has received an Education for 
Youth Employment Partnership Grant This program assists at-risk students in 
developing strong work skills and habits with the goals of school completion, 
graduation and job placement. A halftime Project Coordinator works with 2 students 
in Rutland Town on the development of work sites, job training and job placement. 

With the support of Proctor, Rutland Town and West Rutland communities, and 
through the cooperative efforts of their respective school boards, we will continue to 
search for creative ways in which to use our limited financial and physical resources 
to ensure educational excellence and equity for all of the students served by Rutland 
Central. You are encouraged to call the Central Office at 775-4342 if you have 
questions about curriculum, budget, student support services or any other educa- 
tional issues. We can best serve the needs of all students by the sharing of ideas, 
talents and resources that can be found in each of the districts we serve.

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RECREATION COMMISSION REPORT 

Recreation in Rutland Town has grown at a slow, but steady pace. We are now 
providing basketball, soccer, baseball and a swimming program to the citizens of our 
Town. We are serving more youth than ever before as the Town continues to grow. 

While the Recreation Commission has discussed many ideas for expansion, we 
have tried to implement only those programs which can be done with a minimal 
amount of tax dollars and which we believe will be successful. 

In light of the impact the recession has had on our area, the Recreation 
Commission has not asked for any substantial increase in our budget. In fact, as a 
result of unexpected revenue increases and donations of labor and equipment, the 
amount to be raised by taxes for recreation is less than last year. Additionally, we 
have not increased fees for any program. 

The one new program we will be offering this year is tennis lessons. These lessons 
will be offered at Northwood Park weekday mornings and will coincide with swimming 
lessons. This program will be offered to to youth six years of age and above and the 
cost will be $25.00 for each three-week session. We believe this program will pay for 
itself while providing our youth with enjoyable basic tennis instruction. 

This past year, the Recreation Commission and the School Board entered into an 
agreement whereby the Recreation Commission will be utilizing the old school field 
at Northwood. We have been working hard to refurbish this field and we are very 
fortunate to have had much of the work and equipment donated. This field will be 
utilized for both soccer and baseball and will allow for more practice and playing time 
while also lessening the load on existing fields. 

We would like to thank the Rutland Town School Board not only for the use of their 
field , but for all of their cooperation throughout the year. We would also like to thank 
Mark Genovesi and the entire staff at Rutland Town School for their assistance in so 
many ways. 

The Recreation Commission would also like to thank all of our volunteer coaches 
who give so freely of their time to our basketball, soccer and baseball programs. 
Without their dedication to the youth of our Town, these programs would not be the 
huge success they are. 

Finally we would like to thank Town Clerk Dick Del Bianco and his staff, and the 
Board of Selectmen, all of whom assist us in many ways during the year. 

We look forward to another successful year for recreation in the Town of Rutland.

Annual Report, 1992-93 

Owing to changing industrial conditions and readjustment since the war, the 
Public Library has never had a greater opportunity to make its service felt in the 
community. (From the 1922 annual report, 36 years after the library’s founding.) 

Owing to changing industrial conditions and constant readjustments since the 
global community emerged, the task of the public library has become more urgent 
than ever. Mindful of this the Association adopted a long-range plan last fall, 
providing the linchpin for the library's commitment to increasing access to one of the 
region's richest resources. The 107th year of service has been one of difficult but 
important transitions, underscoring the library's determination to be there for this 
community. 

Dominating all activities has been a very large scale automation project, the first 
to be installed in a public library in this state. When the work is completed by early 
winter 1993, a fully integrated computer system will be in place. The integration will 
mesh check-out functions with the book catalog, alerting users to availability, holding 
books for them and keeping a more accurate record of returns and fines. By the end 
of the fiscal year 93/94 this system will also offer VALS (Vermont Automated Library 
System) to each user at every terminal, so that people will be able to view the 
catalogs of all the state college libraries, UVM, Middlebury College and St. Michael's 
as well as a number of state owned and operated databases. Dial-in access to the 
library’s holdings will also be possible at that time. Also under discussion is a direct 
computer link with the new high school so that students will be able to browse our 
collection listings from their classrooms. 

A related technology project was completed this year when a theft detection 
system was installed in December, protecting the library’s 91 ,000 volume collection 
of books, videos, magazines, Vermontiana, cassettes and reference materials. Both 
the automation work and the book security system installation were moved along a 
little faster through the help of 300 volunteers who donated over 1 200 hours of labor 
to install bar codes and ID tags. Their hours, when added to the additional time 
volunteers gave this year was the equivalent of one full-time person working for two 
and a third years. The library is very grateful for this help. 

The real purpose of all this work has been to work on two of the library's long range 
plan goals which are to utilize the library’s limited financial, staff and volunteer 
resources more efficiently and to encourage expanded use of the collectin. The 
automation system will both help users and allow staff to be deployed in new ways, 
while the book security system will insure that all users will be able to find materials 
purchased for them. 

The development of the mind is critically important to the life of an individual in a 
community and to the community as a whole. ... The Rutland Free Library, 
recognizing that learning is a dynamic, life-long process, is committed to providing 
a variety of avenues to meet the diversity of individual needs and to provide those 
important links between our past, present and future. (From the mission statement 
of the library's long-range plan, adopted October 1 992, 1 07 years after the library's 
founding.)

• Continued our very successful cooperative purchasing program for fuels that 
has saved Hubbardton, Ira, Clarendon, Middletown Springs, Pawlet, Sher- 
burne, Shrewsbury, Tinmouth, Wallingford, and "the Bus” and other nonprofits 
and school districts substantial amounts on their fuel oil, diesel and gasoline 
purchases; 

• Continued using our geographic information system to give communities 
graphical information that helps in local decision making.

PLANNING COMMISSION 

The adoption of the Rutland Town Plan in December 1993 brought to an end many 
years of hard work and late night meetings. The Board of Selectmen and the Planning 
Commission were unanimous in their support and adoption of the Town Plan. 

The Town Plan will be the guide that will shape future Zoning Regulations for the 
Town of Rutland. The Town Plan contains various information including: Community 
Profile, Education Plan, Energy Plan, T ransportation Plan and a Land Use section. The 
Land Use Map is a multi colored mosaic of the allowed uses of land within the town. 

Anyone attempting to receive an Act 250 permit within the Town of Rutland must be 
in compliance with the Land Use Map contained in the Town Plan. At the present time, 
anyone proposing a commercial or industrial project on more than one acre of land must 
apply and receive an Act 250 permit. After the adoption of Zoning Regulations a project 
would not be subject to Act 250 jurisdiction, unless it was over ten acres in size. 

The Town Planning Commission began Public Hearings on the Town Plan in 
December 1992. Beginning in early 1993 the Planning Commission solicited public 
input into the T own Plan adoption process. Throughout 1 993 the Planning Commission 
held several advertised public hearings at which the commission met the public and 
received comments, recommendations, objections and support for the proposed Town 
Plan. 

In additoin to much work on the Town Plan the Planning Commission reviewed and 
approved 30 residential building lots and 2 commercial building lots. All Planning 
Commission meetings are open to the public and all town residents are welcome to 
attend. 

In closing, I would like to thank the following individuals for the dedication and 
perseverance they demonstrated in their role as town Planning Commissioners in 
1993. A big thank you to J. Barry Burke, Richard Hoenes Sr., Mary Ashcroft, William

The Rutland Area Visiting Nurse Association's forty-sixth year was indeed a year 
of great change and continued meteoric growth. A new executive team, internal 
restructuring and a renewed emphasis on high quality, flexible, cost effective care 
has supported and enhanced services in our area. 

We have felt keenly our responsibility to the community to provide the same quality 
of care to those who have limited means, as to those who have insurance or other 
methods of reimbursement. Never losing sight of this mission of universal access, 
growth has occurred with an emphasis on better meeting the needs of the individuals 
and communities that we serve. We are equally committed to remaining at the cutting 
edge of our industry through the development of innovative programs and ways of 
delivering services. 

One of the driving forces is cost containment. It is no longer enough to simply 
provide quality care. Payers, including Medicare and health maintenance organiza- 
tions, insist on a competitive price. To that end, the Rutland Area Visiting Nurse 
Association was pleased to receive word from the Health Care Financing Adminis- 
tration showing that Vermont’s non-profit home health agencies have the lowest 
average charge, per Medicare home health visit, in the entire country. RAVNA’s 
average cost per visit during that same time period was the lowest in the State. 

One might expect that cost effective care requires compromising quality, but this 
has not been the case with RAVNA. For an unprecedented third consecutive year 
the agency passed its annual comprehensive Medicare survey without a single 
deficiency. 

We have built a strong infrastructure and foundation to meet the challenges of the 
coming decade. A 38% increase in the size of our full- and part-time staff helped to 
keep pace with annual increases in demand of nearly 30% . Services to Rutland T own 
residents jumped 1 9% from 52 in 1991/1 992to 65 unduplicated clients in 1 992/1 993. 
Town visit counts, through June 30, 1 993, increased by 1 1 9% to 5,230 total home 
visits spread out over the following disciplines; 

Skilled Nursing 1,515 Visits 

Physical Therapy 204 Visits 

Speech Therapy 1 Visit 

Occupational Therapy 1 6 Visits 

Homemaker 19 Visits 

Home Care Aide 3,437 Visits

The fees we collect for these services generate only a portion of the actual cost.

We are pleased to present our annual report to the Citizens of the Town of Rutland. 
Regional Ambulance Service, Inc. has continually provided emergency and non- 
emergency ambulance service for ten years. In our first year of operation our 
ambulances responded to 2557 calls. This past year, ending June 30, 1993 the 
service responded to a total of 4,687 ambulance calls and an additional 1580 
Paramedic intercept calls in our 12 communities. 

With the continued support of the citizens, our employees and community 
governing bodies, we have held our assessments at the same rate for nine 
consecutive years and are pleased to report that the assessment rate for next year 
has been lowered from $6.3285 to $6 per capita. We extend our appreciation to 
everyone for their support. 

This year, at the Vermont State Emergency Medical Services Conference, 
Regional Ambulance Service, Inc. was given the highest honor for an ambulance 
service and named Vermont Emergency Medical Service of the Year 1993. This 
award was for our community programs and overall performance for the past 10 
years.

The following services were provided to elders in your community during the fiscal 
year ending September 30 , 1993 : 

Senor Meals 

Luncheon Site: Cheney Hill 
Schedule: Tuesdays 

1,419 congregate meals were served to 52 elder residents of Rutland Town. 
1 ,961 meals were delivered to 1 7 older residents who were homebound and 
not able to participate at a mealsite. This service is often called “Meals on 
Wheels". 

Senior Advocate Assistance 

24 elders received help through this program. Advocate staff worked to help older 
persons explore options and resolve problems related to receipt of benefit programs 
and other assistance. Advocates helped elders fill out various application forms and 
file for Vermont tax rebate claims as well as fuel assistance. Guidance was also 
provided to persons having questions or problems related to health insurance claims 
or medical service payments. 

Other Services 

Following are some of the other key services we made available to elders in your 
area either directly or through contract: 

• Long Term Care Ombudsman: 

This staff person provided assistance to residents of nursing and residential 
care homes in our region. She helped elders and, as appropriate, family 
members resolve problems, sort out information concerning financial assis- 
tance and deal with other concerns related to long term care. 

• Information and Referral: 

The Council maintained an up-to-date list of programs and services available for 
elders. Older persons obtained this information by calling our l&R line or by 
visiting our office. 

• Legal Service Attorney for the Elderly: 

Funding was provided by the Council to support the services of an attorney who 
focused on legal issues of concern to elders. The attorney worked out of the 
Vermont Legal Aid Office in Rutland.

Dear Citizens: 

The main function of Bennington Rutland Opportunity Council (BROC) is to 
continue fighting poverty in communities through programs offering information and 
referral, advocacy, family support and more specific services such as emergency 
food, USDA commodity distributions, weatherization, emergency related home 
repairs and financial aid. 

All the above are viewed with special emphasis on helping those in need to 
achieve their personal goals and to increase their self sufficiency. 

This past year we served 1 7 families in Rutland Town (this does not include USDA 
commodity participants). We were able to help Rutland Town residents with direct 
services such as monies for emergency heating, emergency food, and information 
and referral to other agencies and organizations. 

We are again requesting $975.00 from Rutland Town. Part of this money will be 
used to support the family development program. This program will be designed to 
work closely with individual families to move them out of poverty and to become self 
supporting. BROC will continue direct services such as emergency food, USDA 
commodities, weatherization, home repairs and financial assistance.

To the Honorable Board ot Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Rutland: 

Marble Valley Regional Transit District (MVRTD), generally known as “The Bus" 
is entering into its 1 8th year of service to the residents of the greater Rutland area. 
MVRTD is the largest non-urban public transportation system in the State of Vermont 
and as such provides transportation to the general public in Rutland County, as well 
as to Social and Human Service Agencies, schools and area businesses. MVRTD 
provides an enhanced level of self-sufficiency for the elderly, disabled and transpor- 
tation disadvantaged who need transportation or are committed to the environmental 
benefits of public transit use. MVRTD has become a valued asset to the communities 
it serves. System ridership has increased approximately 35% over the past three 
years with the addition of and modifications to “The Bus" fixed route system. Also, 
many rides are furnished to special needs people. Approximately 397,000 vehicle 
miles accumulated annually on its fleet of 21 vans and medium duty general transit 
buses, most of which are lift equipped and/or fully accessible. 

FY 93 brought many changes, new ideas and projects to MVRTD. Through its 
operation of the Rutland County portion of the Vermont Rideshare Program, MVRTD 
has “saved" over the last 12 months 149,500 vehicle miles by providing carpool 
options for 1409 placements. 

MVRTD’s free transportation service to eligible Medicaid and Reach-Up individu- 
als has increased from last year's 25,000 rides to over 27,000 rides this year, 
continuing MVRTD’s status as the second largest Medicaid transportation provider 
in the State of Vermont. 

Grants have been crafted by MVRTD staff, in cooperation with other area 
agencies, to create two new services: transportation specifically for young children 
and their families and another dedicated to elders. 

Passenger waiting shelters are appearing throughout the fixed route system 
which has expanded with the addition of the Green Mountain Route from Kmart to 
the Green Mountain Shopping Plaza. 

Complementary paratransit services are available for those individuals whose 
disability prevents the use of fixed route service. 

The Multi-Modal Transit Center is proceeding toward becoming a reality which will 
be an important factor in the economic well-being of the City of Rutland. The Multi- 
Modal Transit Center will provide a transit hub for the City of Rutland and Rutland 
County. It will also contribute much needed parking for the new State Office Building, 
other planned projects and the general public with the creation of approximately six 
hundred new parking spaces. 

In times of uncertain and expensive energy supplies, environmental issues, traffic 
congestion, and high costs of road construction, public transit is becoming increas- 
ingly more important. We appreciate the financial and moral support of the elected 
officials and taxpayers of the municipalities that guarantee Marble Valley Regional 
Transit District’s continued Success.

Prevention “Works" would like to thank all the people of Rutland Town for 
supporting our many programs in 1993. We had a very successful Prevention 
Convention in March with 800 children and adults attending from throughout 
Rutland County. We sponsored April is Alcohol Awareness Month with programs 
open to the public and brought our prevention message to the public through monthly 
programs on WSYB and interviews on WJJR as well as through op ed articles in the 
newspapers. With Grants from the Vermont Office of Prevention Programs and 
CVPS , we are also co-ordinating the weekly 52 Ways to Prevent Substance Abuse 
Campaign (an essay contest for school children) which the Rutland Herald is 
running in its TV/Entertainment Magazine. 

Red Ribbon Week in October was a huge success with three Peter Alsop 
concerts and 1600 adults and children attending. More importantly, the schools got 
actively involved and used the Prevention “Works” Red Ribbon Program kits as a 
jumping off point for their Red Ribbon Week activities. We distributed 16,000 red 
ribbons to the schools and businesses as requested and gave out audio and visual 
aids and educational materials to assist with the school programs. 

Throughout thesummer and fall, Prevention “Works” worked with representatives 
from First Night, Rutland County Substance Abuse Prevention Programs, the 
Knights of Columbus and about 1 5 area teenagers to plan the first Teen Site for First 
Night Rutland. The “Teen Task Force" worked hard and the Rutland Rocks site was 
a big success with over 500 well behaved county teens in attendance at our 
substance-free New Year's Eve Party. 

We are mailing our Prevention “Works” Newsletter to all schools and to anyone 
else who would like to receive one five times a year. We are also working with the 
Drug-Free Schools advisors, have attended health fairs and given presentations, 
and distributed over 10,000 brochures in 1993. 

With your support, we will continue our educational efforts to reach everyone in 
Rutland County with the message that substance-abuse prevention needs to be a 
way of life for all ages and that Prevention does indeed WORK.

ANNUAL REPORT 

RUTLAND COUNTY WOMEN’S NETWORK AND SHELTER 

In 1993, the Rutland County Women's Network and Shelter helped over 2,650 
people with 29 people coming from Rutland Town. Some of the services we offer are 
shelter for women and children who are victims of domestic violence and sexual 
assault and shelter for homeless women and their children, and women in recovery 
from drug and alcohol abuse. In addition we run a 24-hour crisis line for domestic 
violence and sexual assault victims. We provide crises response on the phone, in the 
hospital, police station, or at the Shelter, and assistance with the Vermont Court 
System. We also provide individual and group counseling, help in obtaining clothing, 
food, and assistance in beginning a new and safe household. We network with most 
every social agency in Rutland County to help families through the crisis of domestic 
violence. 

This year we have applied for a grant to expand our very busy facility. We hope 
to purchase the building next door to the present shelter, and renovate both buildings 
to meet our growing needs. This is a project that will help us to increase services to 
families that often have no where else to turn in times of extreme danger. 

We are very grateful for the support the people of Rutland Town have given us in 
the past years. You have helped make us able to meet the growing needs of families 
who choose to live in safety.

The Rutland Area Hospice provides respite, emotional, physical and spiritual 
support to terminally ill persons and their families. 

Our volunteers need 30 hours of Hospice training before they can become 
Hospice caregivers. 

Our Hospice program provides public awareness, and we have a small library 
available to help families through a very difficult time. 

The areas in which our money is spent are in Volunteer Training, public aware- 
ness, and office expenses. We have only one full-time paid staff (myself) plus one 
part-time secretary. 

We have provided 3,443 hours of Hospice care to families in Rutland Town whom 
we are sure of. We have only an address for those we have helped in the Hospital, 
where we provide volunteers so that a person is not alone to die. It’s very hard to know 
when a person lives in Rutland Town or Rutland because of Rutland addresses. 

We have three volunteers of whom I am sure who live in Rutland Town one of them 
being a Board Member. 

Rutland Area Hospice is a free service to patients/families. We are a United Way 
Agency, and they provide 1/3 of our low budget. Memorials provide another 1/3 and 
fund-raising plus Town Fund allocations provide the remaining 1/3. 

We want to thank you for your interest and support of our Hospice program. 
Rutland Area Hospice is the only program which provides this unique service.

Report to Towns — Fiscal Year 1993 (October 1, 1992-September 30, 1993) 

The Vermont Center for Independent Living is a private, not-for-profit organization 
of Vermonters with disabilities working together for dignity, independence, and civil 
rights. Our goals are to increase opportunities for people with disabilities to 
participate fully in the life of our communities and to dismantle the physical, 
communication, and attitudinal barriers that prevent us from realizing our full human 
potential. We work together with our citizens with disabilities to achieve full human 
and civil rights and equal access to community services and opportunities, to 
increase the availability of community resources and options for independent living; 
and to gain the power to control and direct our own lives. VCIL is Vermont’s first and 
only statewide cross-disability independent living center and was the first organiza- 
tion in Vermont to be directed and staffed by people with disabilities. 

VCIL serves over 3,000 Vermonters a year. We offer: information and referral 
services, one-on-one peer advocacy counseling, assistance with obtaining equip- 
ment and services that enable persons with severe disabilities to live more 
independently, assistance in making home entrances and bathrooms handicap 
accessible, community advocacy, information about the Americans with Disabilities 
Act and other civil rights laws, help in obtaining accessible and affordable housing, 
and meals-on-wheels for persons with disabilities. We have offices in Montpelier and 
Brattleboro as well as a network of locally-based peer advocate counselors serving 
the entire state. 

In FY 1993, staff members of the Information and Referral and Assistive Technol- 
ogy programs responded to 1,896 requests for information and/or assistance 
state-wide. The Home Access Project received 25 requests for assistance with home 
accessibility modifications during the year: 22 projects totaling $26,400 were 
completed. Counselors in the Peer Advocacy Counseling program provided 2,450 
hours of service to 360 peers with disabilities. VCIL renewed its cooperative 
agreement with the state to provide approximately $70,000 annually to individuals 
in the Independent Living Services program. Staff of the Community Advocacy 
program made 1 ,843 advocacy contacts in FY 1 993.

Annual Report 

The mission of the Rutland Natural Resources Conservation District is to enhance 
the planning, conservation, and proper development of the District’s natural re- 
sources and to involve the landowners and general public with this process through 
increased program visibility. 

A Conservation District is a political subdivision of the State of Vermont, as 
approved by the Legislature in 1939, to cooperate with individuals, landowners, 
organizations, and State and Federal agencies to prevent and control soil erosion 
and flooding throughout the State. The Rutland District was established in 1968. It 
includes the sixteen towns in the eastern part of Rutland County. 

The conservation districts decide what conservation work needs to be done in the 
district and is the vehicle through which landowners receive local, state, and federal 
assistance. The district actively encourages landowners to sign up as cooperators. 
It coordinates the efforts of resource-related programs and is the local sponsor for 
large scale conservation projects. 

Working through the districts, the Soil Conservation Service of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture provides technical assistance to individuals, groups, and 
communities who make decisions about conservation, development, and use of 
natural resources. 

During 1993, the Rutland District was involved in the following projects and 
activities: prepared a new long range plan; cooperated with the Soil Conservation 
Service in providing a new Rutland County Interim Soil Survey; provided trout 
fingerlings to pond owners for fish stocking; through a State grant conducted an 
Arbor Day program at a local church school; conducted pond management and 
rabies awareness workshops; provided Gro-Labs to several area schools; selected 
the Toby and Anne Lewis family of Tinmouth as the District's Conservation Farmers 
of the Year; and reviewed Act 250 permit applications and U.S. Forest Service 
proposed activities on the Green Mountain National Forest, and cooperative projects 
with the Aiken Resource Conservation & Development Area.
